Farmers  should  again  place  their  fertilizers  early  this  year,  State  a*a 
Chairman  C.  V.  Hemphill  said  today,  following  information  from  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  that  fertilizer  supplies  for  1945-46  will  be  about  the  same 
as  last  year. 

"It's  essential  that  from  35  to  40  per  cent  of  all  fertilizers  to  be  used 
during  1945-46  be  delivered  to  farms  during  the  last  six  months  of  1945,  if 
manufacturers  are  to  meet  the  demand,"  he  says.    "The  early  movement  is  neces- 
sary to  overcome  labor  and  equipment  shortages,  transportation  difficulties, 
and  limited  storage  facilities. 

"Not  more  than  8,000,000  tons  of  an  apparent  supply  of  12,500,000  tons 
can  be  delivered  between  January  and  June  of  1946." 

PURCHASES  AND  IDANS  SUPPORT  1945  COTTON 
With  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  ready  to  buy  cotton  which  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  1945  loan  program,  cotton  farmers  are  again  assured  of 
parity  or  near  parity  prices.    The  august  purchase  price  is  22.15  cents  a 
pound  for  1945-crop  middling  15/l6-inch  cotton,  basis  gross  weight  flat  cotton, 
a^  Memphis.    The  price  will  increase  five  points  each  month  through  next  June. 

Purchases  will  be  made  through  local  banks  or  other  agents  authorized  by 
CCC.    The  loan  program,  which  also  supports  cotton  prices,  offers  farmers  non- 
recourse loans  at  92.5  per  cent  of  parity,  August  1  basis.    Purchasing  agents 
Will  announce  local  schedules  of  purchase  prices  and  other  details  soon.

New  Mexico  collections  of  used  kitchen  fats  for  May  topped  all  previous 
records,  as  housewives  turned  in  20,474  pounds  during  the  month — as  compared 
with  14>225  pounds  in  April. 

Though    June  returns  are  incomplete,  Gordon  H.  Wood,  district  represen- 
tative of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation's  Office  of  Supply,  says  "the  pre- 
liminary reports  show  a  need  for  more  concentrated  efforts  if  the  State  is  to 
continue  its  steady  climb  in  collection  totals. 

"It's  more  important  now  than  it  has  been,"  he  says,  "to  save  every  drop 
of  fat  unfit  for  kitchen  use.    Supplies  of  fats  and  oils  are  at  dangerously 
low  levels." 

Difficulties  in  disposing  of  used  fats,  bottlenecks  in  pickups,  or  other 
collection  troubles  should  be  reported  to  your  local  salvage  committee,  your 
county  agent,  or  to  Mr.  vVood. 

BUTTER  STaGES  *  COMEBaCK 

There'll  be  more  butter  on  the  average  table  during  the  next  few  months. 
Increased  production  and  a  20  per  cent  reduction  for  august  in  the  government 
set— aside  will  mean  more  butter  on  grocery  store  shelves. 

So  far  this  year,  Gus  Civilian  has  been  eating  butter  at  the  rate  of  ten 
and  a  half  pounds  a  year  —  the  lowest  rate  on  record.    Before  the  war  he 
tucked  away  17  pounds  and  thought  nothing  of  it. 

U.  S.  Mi&BEftSHIP  IN  FaO  APPROVED 

Senate  approval  virtually  made  this  country  a  member  of  the  United 
Nations1  food  and  agricultural  organization.    The  House  had  approved  the  mem- 
bership resolution  earlier,  and  President  Truman  is  expected  to  add  the  final 
approval.

The  new  organization,  which  grew  out  of  the  international  food  conference  in 
19-43,  can  be  described  most  simply  as  a  clearing  house  for  better  ways  of  produc- 
ing and  distributing  food.

A  meeting  will  be  held  soon  to  establish  permanent  offices  and  outline  work 
for  the  organization*

The  USDA*s  new  slaughter  certification  program  is  now  in  operation,  but 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  p.  Anderson  has  cautioned  the  public  not  to  ex- 
pect immediate  improvement  in  the  meat  supply.    It  will  take  several  months  for 
the  full  effects  of  the  program  to  be  felt. 

The  program  permits  unlimited  slaughter  in  plants  that  meet  certain  require- 
ments and  that  obtain  certificates.    Previously,  only  Federally- inspected 
slaughterers  ware  permitted  to  slaughter  without  quotas. 

400  POUNDS  OF  SUPERPHOSPHATE  PAY  DIVIDENDS 

Experiments  completed  on  the  Joe  Torres  farm  by  the  Central  Valley  Soil  Con- 
servation District  indicate  that  the  most  economical  fertilizer  application  for 
the  Artesia  area  is  400  pounds  of  20  per  cent  superphosphate  an  acre.    Alfalfa  on 
land  where  the  400-pound  application  was  made  grew  two  feet  tall,  and  alfalfa 
pastures  on  600-pounds-^an-acre  land  grew  only  two  inches  taller.    A  200-pound 
application  brought  a  growth  of  one  foot,  three  inches. 

STIRRUP  PUPS  DECLARED  SURPLUS  ' 

Stirrup  pumps,  originally  purchased  for  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense,  have 
been  declared  surplus  and  have  been  given  ceiling  prices  by  the  0PA. 

Approximately  700,000  of  the  pumps  are  for  sale  at  $1.79  each.    The  ceiling 
price  covers  both  the  pump,  the  attached  hose,  and  two  nozzles.

FAR1IERS'  ASSETS  TEIT  TIMES  DEBTS 
The  balance  sheet  of  U.  S.  agriculture  underwent  further  improvement  during 
1944.;  and  the  total  assets  of  agriculture  on  January  1,  1945,  were  valued  at  ten 
times  the  total  indebtedness  compared  with  the  194.0  ratio  of  only  5  to  1,  the 
USD  A  reports. 

Continued  high  farm  income  is  by  far  the  most  important  single  reason  for 
the  continued  improvement  in  the  balance  sheet.    The  Department  of  Agriculture 
cautions  against  a  too  rosy  interpretation,  pointing  out  that  prudent  farmers  will 
allow  for  a  possible  decline  in  farm  income  after  the  war  as  they  make  plans  for 
future  operations.
